Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, and 12-14, drawn to a cancer vaccine containing as an active 
ingredient an antigen-specific dendritic cell pulsed by an HM1 .24, wherein 
said HM1 .24 is an HM1 .24 protein or an HM1 .24 peptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 4-6, and 15-16 drawn in part to a cancer vaccine containing an 
active ingredient an antigen-specific dendritic cell into which an HM1 .24- 
encodinggene has been transduced, wherein said gene is a DNA. 

Group III, claim(s) 1, 4, 5, and 15-16, drawn in part to a cancer vaccine containing 
an active ingredient an antigen-specific dendritic cell into which an 
HM1 .24-encodinggene has been transduced, wherein said gene is a RNA. 

Group IV, claim(s) 7, 8, 18 and 19, drawn to a cancer vaccine containing as an 
active ingredient an HM1 .24 protein or HM1 .24 peptide. 

Group V, claim(s) 9-1 1 and 20-22, drawn in part to a cancer vaccine containing an 
active ingredient an HM1.24-encoding gene, wherein said gene is a DNA. 

Group VI, claim(s) 9, 1 0, 20 and 21 , drawn in part to a cancer vaccine containing an 
active ingredient an HM1.24-encoding gene, wherein said gene is a RNA. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
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feature linking the Groups l-VI appears to be the HM1 .24 protein (see claim 7). The 
HM1.24 protein cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because it is 
shown in the prior art. Treon et al. (Semin. Oncol. 2000, 27(5): 598-613, IDS) teach the 
HM1 .24 protein (see page 599, left column, line 3, and page 601 , last paragraph), 
therefore the technical feature linking the inventions is not novel and does not provide 
contribution over the prior art. Therefore, unity of invention is lacking and the inventions 
are deemed to be separate. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
